The result 
showed 2,151,570 miles of public high­ 
ways, of which 7.11 per cent were im 
proved while there were in the six 
teen states of the south 685,151 miles 
of which only 27,185, or 3.85 per cent 
were improved. Since 1904 the an­ 
nual expenditure of money for road 
improvements in the nation has doub­ 
le d and in the south it has more than I 
doubled.’’ 


The court not only ousted the com

state. It held that it was contrary to 
the laws of the state of Missouri for 
one company to conduct the business 
of another in this ease.
